J., and Clarence Brown of 15 East 130th 
Street, the messengers, were corrobor- 
ated in their story of the’ hold-up by 
Michael Marro, 30 years old, chauffeur 
or the motor truck, of 10 Spencer Street, 
Brooklyn. _ ‘The police later declared that 
Marro had a police record running back 
ten years and showing that he had been 
sentenced to Elmira Reformatory for 
larceny. 

Shortly before 12. o'clock last night 
Frank Flanagan, 25 years old, who said 
he was a chauffeur and lived at 342 Hast 
Forty-eighth Street, was locked up at 
Police Headquarters Charged with * act- 
ing in concert with four others ”’’ in the 
hold-up of the bank messengers. Detec- 
tive. ergeants Wackerly; Dineen _ and 
Kane! ef ‘Paispector John D.°Coughtin’s 
special automobile squad arrested Flana- 
gan at 781 Second Avenue. 

Th°“thé statéments of the bank messen- 
gers and the chauffeur to the police they

TWO OTHERS IN MICHIGAN 


New York Far-in the Lead With 
Payments of $901,260,106 
on Personal Returns.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Of the five 
net incumes in excess of $5,000,000 re- 
ported for taxation for the calendar year 
1919 three were reported hy persons liv 
ing In New York State:and two: by: pet~ 
sons living in Michigan. One of the 
returns from New York was made by a 
single man—undoubtedly. John D. Rocke- 
fellet, whe is a widower. The four’ 
ethers were joint returns of husbands 
and wives.. One is ‘believed to_represent 
the income of Henry Ford, but the re- 
‘port of the Internal. Revenue Bureau 
is\not permitted by law to contain such 
details. 

The three incomes of more than $5,+ 
600,000 from New York, when combined, 
totaled $28,130,942. The normal tax on 
the three was $108,337 and the surtax 
$18,085,642, giving a total of $18,193,979. 

Data in’ connection with the two in- 
comes of more than $5,000,000 reported 
from Michigan are less exact. In order 
to hide the identity of the person mak- 
ing the return the report groups the in- 
comes of twelve persons making returns 
of $400,000. or more from Michigan, giv- 
ing the total as $41,793,310. These twelve 
paid a normal tax of $1,825,985 and a 
surtax of 426,379,644, giving a total tax 
of $28,205,929. 

The.growth of incOmes in the State of 
Michigan, which ‘experienced feverish 
prosperity during the war and the 
period of inflation following, is -empha- 
sized ‘by the fact that there was report- 
ed for 1919 two incomes of from $1,500,- 
000. to $2,000,000, three of from $2,000,000 
to $3,000,000 and two of from $3,000,- 
000 to $4,000,000. 


Big New York Rneemnas 


The detailed figures for New: York 
showed fifty-eight Incomes from $500,000 
to $750.000, twenty-seven from $750,000 
to .$1,000;000, twelve from $1,000,000 to 
$1,500,000, five from $1,500,000 to $2,000,- 
000, -three from. $2,000,000. to $3,00Q000 
and two from $3,000,000 to $4,000;/000, in 
additton to the three of over $5,000,000. 

In’ personal income returns, Alaska 
led the way with 17.17 per cent. of ita 
population. making returns. . The per 
capita net income also was greatest, be- 
ing $343.58. ‘The average net income of 
Alaskans, however, was only $2,000.85, 
and the average. amount of) taxper re- 
turn was the lowest, at $37.95. There 
were but twenty-three returns - from 
Alaska in excess’ of $%000 and none in 
excess of $50,000. 

For New York State.6.58. per cent. of 
the population made returhs in 1919 and 
the per capita net, Income was $330.89, 
The average net income per return was 
$5,080.62, the per’ capita income tax 
$38.49, and the average amount of tax 
per return $585.27.

Supreme Court. Justice Mullan denied 
yesterday an application by Mrs. Edith 
Kelly Gould to vacate the: judgment 
against. her. in her suit here-against 
Frank J/ Gould for divorce.

For example, I had not the slightest 
idea, nor had any of my friends the 
slightest idea, of what Mr. Hughes was 
going to say on that fateful day.’’ 
“The conference, so.far as I have 
been able to judge,’’ he continued, “‘ has 
been absolutely of unmixed benefit to 


mankind. In almost all:the transactions 
in ‘this unhappy world of ours you find 
the good you have gained is largely bal- 
anced by the evil which you ve to 
endure. I am fiot aware of anything 
which must be put on the wrong side of 
the account in connection with this con- 
ference. I say with absolute confidence 
that the accomplishment has been im- 
ménse, and, so far as I am aware, none 
of the things we have done can give the 
least suggestion of carrying with. them 
the evil seeds of future misfortunes. for 
mankind.”’ Pde 

Mr. Balfour went on to say that he had 
pene the suggestion ‘‘ that the work at 
Washington is inimical to the League of 
Nations,” - ace ae 

‘*T do not agree,”” said Mr. Balfour, 
amid cheers. ‘‘ The world is in a con- 
dition -at this moment. which requires 
every machinery at our disposal, every 
instrument upon which we can lay our 
hands to raise it again to something 
like the level at which it stood before 
the late disastrous calamity fell upon 
mankind. No, there is no conflict of 
ideals, no conflict. In fact, between these 
two great instruments. The League of 
Nations; could not have done what the 
Washington conference did, but neither 
could the Washington conference carry 
out much of the work which is habitually 
done by the League of Nations every 
day and for which no other machinery 
has yet been discovered.” 

Mr. Balfour said that, in his Judgment, 
the League of Nations was doing a 
great and admirable piece of work and 
therefore they should not . condemn 
either of these great instruments. 


Blessing te All Peoples. 


‘“‘The powers who took part in the 
Washington conference,’ said Mr. Bal- 
four;' “* are blessed in its results. Every 
one of them has gained by our labors. 
None of their representatives go back 
to their native land without being able 
to claim, as I think justly, that they 
have furthered the interests of the 
world and that in furthering the inter- 
ests of the world they have furthered 


the interests of their own particular 
people. In all the great area of the Far 
Bast and of. the Pacific, in all the na- 
tions interested in maritime affairs, 
fn every one of those lands and in all 
other lands connected with them, the 
findings of the conference are going ‘to 
produce unmixed .advantages to the 
peoples of the world. ? 

‘‘ All nine powers, therefore, who took 
gr in this great transaction are blessed 
n its result. But in all those powers 
the most blessed are the two great 
branches of the English-speaking peo- 
ples. Their representatives and the 
peoples they. represent .may trul - 
they have gained not merely all the ad- 
vantages common to their colleagues 
and other nations with whom they were 
associated and whi read from them 
through the whole world, but that they 
in finishing their labors. did it with a 
sense that between the two Le at gm a 
new bond of affection and regard—I h 
I am not us too strong words, they 
are the words I feel—has arisen. 

‘** Not. always have th 
thinkers on both sides of the Atlantic, 
both of common origin, proud of a com- 
mon literature enjoving common. laws, 
Uving in similar conditions. of liberty 
and freedom—not always have they felt 
those sentiments of mut trust. and 
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the diners,.the Duke of York, Lord 
Curzon and Mr. Harvey indulged in 
eulogies of Mr. Balfour. 

Lord Desborough presided over the 


dinner and read a response from the 
King expressing thanks for a loyal mes- 
sage, ‘‘in—gratifying announcement of 
special significance, a united expression 
from the hearts of American and British 
eitizens met together to do honar to the 
chief British delegate returned home.”’ 

The King’s message said: 

* Mr. Balfour, in the discharge of 
high and responsible duties, displayee 
his characteristic powers and ability, 
thereby maintaining the highest tradi- 
tions of British statesmanship and 
justly earning the gratitude and admira- 
tion of the npire. I feel also that it 
is not too much to say that he has 
gained the confidence and esteem . of 
those other great nations represented in 
that historic assembly. 

** With universal thankfulness for the 
great results achieved at Washington, 
there must go forth feelings of grateful 
recognition to the President of the 
United States. He was the originator 
of the conference, and the world is im- 
measurably indebted to him for the 
initiation of his great idea. 

**But in thanking the President we 
cannot forget. what has en acknowl- 
edged by all. who participated in the 
proceecings of the conference, how much 
was due to the skill, courtesy and_tact 
with which Mr. Hughes, the Secretary 
of State, presided over the deliberations. 

“What has been accomplished ‘and 
ratified by the delegates is. of pre- 
eminent importance, but, apart from 
the great measure of its work,. has. not 
the conference kindled among the na- 
tions of the world a new spirit which 
is quickening an old diplomacy and giv- 
ing it an international, rather than a 
mere national. character?, I am with 
you in heart tonight.’* 

Tonight’s event was ‘‘a personal wel- 
come-”" for a great pilgrim, according 
tu the Marquis of Curzon, in contrast to

ON TARIFF VALUATION 
Senate and House Committeemen

WASHINGTON, Feb, 20.-—Diferences 
between Republicans of the Senate 
Finance Committee and the, House Ways 
and Means Committee over tariff valua- 
tion principles were discussed today at 
@ three hours’ secret conference with- 
out any concrete result.

The conference was asked for by the 
Senate Committee majority following the 
declaration Saturday:of Mr. Fordney 
that if the Senate sent back to the 
House a bill carrying a foreign valua- 
tion basis, as tentatively agreed upon 
by Senate Committee Republicans, the 
Ways and Means Committee .would re- 
write the measure on the basis of the 
American valuation principle and the 
House would return that to the Senate. 

Chairman McCumber said it was desir- 
able to bring about an agreement be- 
tween the two Committees if possible 
before the bill was reported to the Sen- 
ate, as time probably would be saved in 
that way.

The city has recently com- 
pleted twelve large piers on Staten’ Isl- 
énd and this work was carried. out ‘with- 
out waiting for anyone, costing- the tax- 
payers $25,000,000. These piers are not 
adequate: for the harbor commerce and 
will nou meet the demands of the future.

The Governor held that 
a eepoeals of that character might be an 
entering wedge through which the Wash- 
ington Government uitimately would 
contrive to wipe out entirely the already 
vanishing line between ‘State rights and 
the powers of the Federal Government.

A Colonial process for dealing with

day publicly burned. 

Calls Writers, Not Editorials, Funny. 

The whole country is studying the 
work of New York in officially fixing 
the facts.of history with mathematical 
accuracy, Hirshfield said, and the only 
adverse comment has come from “the 
funny editorial writers of New York” 
—a phrase which is to be understood, 
he’ indicated, not as "meaning “the writ- 
ers of funny editorials,” but “the fun- 
ny writers of editorials.” ‘ Nevertheless, | 
Commissioner Hirshfield vetoed the 
suggestion of bonfires and jaile to pun- 
ish persons who criticised those who 
were in the right or in authority. 

“It isn’t’ necessary today,” he said. 
“The public sees through them.” 

The leading case. cited by Mr. Wake- 
man "was that of The New York Ga- 
zetté, a weekly, which, In 1735, by or- 
der. of the City Administration, was 
burned by the Public Hangman. John 
Peter Zenger, who wrote’ the’ articles, 
was tried for libel, bit, unfortunately, 
the jurieS then, like the juries of today, 
were not all they should be, and the 
taunter of statesmen was liberated. 

The sweep of the historical investiga- 
tion was’ enlarged yesterday from the 
date of the discovery of the country 
by the Irish down to our own times 
and possibly on into the future for a

career in America. 

A week ago Commissioner Hirshfield 
had offered to go inté the Darwinian 
controversy and establish officially the 
genesis of the human species, but this 
puzzling question will remain in doubt 
at least for a time. Those who attacked 
the school books teaching . evolution 
failed to appear to attack objectionable 
passages and lost the case against 
Darwin by. default. The official min- 
utes of the inquiry thus carry it back 
only to 545 A. D. Commigsioner Hirsh- 
field refused to state definitely after

It is true that 
Eresident Harpino has not on his own 
responsibility announced a program of 
legislation at Washington arid exhib- 
ited great‘ driving force in pushing it 
through. But he has not shrunk from 
living up to his power and obligations 
as President when the occasion re- 
quired him to act.” If distracted Con- 
gvessmen have gone to him to beg him 
lo pull them out of the pit which they 
themselves had  digged, President 
-Harpino has more than once tackled 
_ the job.. He will doubtless do it again 
| whenever called upon by his distressed 
and despairing party followers. But 
he does it so quietly, so simply, as if 
it were the most natural thing jn the 
world, that an endeavor to make him 
out an arrogant autocrat will surely be 
too much for the American sense of 
humor. 
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LARGE INCOMES. 

The official report of the Federal in- 
come, taxes paid in 1919 discloses an 
increase of total incomes by four bil- 
lions over 1918, or from $15,924,000, - 
000 to $19,859,000,000. In 1916 came 
the first great increase in million-in- 
comes—from 120 to 206. In every suc- 
ceeding year there has been a de- 
crease, to 65 in 1919. Looking ahead, 
it is safe to say that there will be a 
further decrease. The°incomes them- 
selves have gone with the war, the in- 
crease of the post-war profits in 1919 
to the contrary notwithstanding. The 
figures relate to the period of excessive 
optimism from the return of peace. 
The world has awakened from that day 
dream, just as it did in the years fol- 
lowing the Napoleonic wars. England 
then flooded the Continent with goods, 
only to discover that the Continental 
nations could not pay for their wants. 
There followed a period of cancella- 
tions, and there was’ born in that ex- 
perience the science of banking and 
finance, which is the surest guide out 
of the world’s present impasse. The 
way out is the restoration of the gold 
standard by producing an excess of 
values above consumption. 

The second deduction from the in- 
come tax figures is that the million- 
aires paid lower taxes, even though 
their incomes increased. Excessive 
taxation had stimulated the ingenuity 
of those most concerned as to how to 
ray taxes according to law in the 
(manner least burdensome to them- 
selves. Even now some of those who 


that taxes are rather instruments of 
social réform and punishment than the 
means of support of government, are 
for the restoration of the excess profits 
taxes. Those of that opinion have not 
discovered that the punishment.of the 
profiteers in that. manner starves the 
Treasury and dries up the fountains 
of inyestment which sustain industry. 
One of the plain lessons of the income 
figures ix that there is a severity of 
taxation which defeats itself, and that 
the Treasury and trade would both 
benefit by wiser taxation.

THE PATENT OFFICE. 


‘ Without any opposition, with but a 
single inquiry; the Senate passed last 
week the House bill to increase force 
and salaries in the Patent Office. This 
is substantially the. bill twice passed 
by the House in the Sixty-sixth Con- 
gress. ' Apparently there has been lit- 
tle interest in Congress or in the coun- 
try in a measure of deep moment to 
industry, agriculture and labor, and 
having a vital connection with unem- 
ployment. It has been estimated that 
nine-tenths. of our” industries spring 
from patented ‘inventions. They are 
the great enlargers of production, em- 
ployment-givers, makers of new .op- 
portunity for labor, Yet the Patent 
Office has been starved; its underpaid, 
experienced, scientifically trained men 
have ‘left it in numbers: The more 
business ‘there is “for it to do,. the 
harder. it ts to get competent men to 
do it.» In the fiscal year ending June 
380,,1921, there.were more than 84,000 
applications for patents, an increase of 
34 per cent. over the number of the

With no disposition to. look a gift} - 
horse In the’ mouth, it must be’ said 
that the increased ‘compensation is 
generally insufficient. e. additional 
salaries provided for are paid by addi- 
tional fées, ‘The meagre increases cost 
the taxpayer nothing.‘ The five mem-< 
bers of the Board.of Examiners in 
Chief, appointed by the President, men 
whom ‘the statute requires to have both 
a legal and a scientific education, -are 
to get $5,000 instead of the present 
$3,500. The pay of the clerks, at 
present the lowest in the Federal ser- 
vice, is.raised from $720 to $1,100. 
The eight chiefs of clerical divisions 
are ‘to get $2,500 instead ‘of $2,000. 
The’ House Committee on Patents said 
Jast year that ,‘‘ they. should receive 
$2,700 a year at least.’’ Then why not 
give it.to-them? The pay of the two 
Examiners of Interferences is put up 
more handsomely from $2,700 to 
$5,000. and that of the five Law Ex- 
aminers from $2,750 to $4,000. 

The principal examiners ought to get 
$5,000 ‘at the least. The increase of 
the force provided by the bill consists 
of one Law Examiner, twenty-six as- 
sistant examiners, twenty-two clerks— 
a very slight increase when ‘business 
is flowing in so enormously. Insuffi- 
cient as it is, the bill will check the 
exodus in the Patent Office and infuse 
new energy and~activity. The loss, 
however, of so many men of long ex- 
perience and special training can't be 
made good immediately. It is a pleas- 
ure, none the less, to see Congress 
willing to do a little something for the 
Patent Office, for the second .time 
in nearly eighty years, Curiously 
enough, that shabbily treated office in 
the course of its-history has returned 
more than $8,000,000 to the Govern-

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DELAYING THE CONFERENCE. 
The slow and difficult construction 
of a new Cabinet in Italy offers suffi- 
ecient excuse for that delay of the 
Genoa conference which France asked 
and which England seems disposed to 
admit as inevitable. The presumably 
inspired London Daily Chronicle re- 
marks that ‘‘ delay for a mere month 
‘* might be to a considerable extent 
** neutralized if the time were well 
** spent in preliminary. work,’’ though 
it adds that the less time lost the bet- 
ter. But it is now a question of los- 
inga little time in order to save the 
conference. Even Mr. Liorp GEORGE 
must see that the magnificent plan for 
saving Europe and ‘the next House of 
Commons which ‘he sent forth-to the 
world a few weeks .ago “has been 
broken down by French and American 
opposition. - Being a practical man, 
not enslaved to immutable principles, 
he\is doubtless planning, while he puts 
off answering Porncare’s. inquiries, 
ways and means for getting as much 
as possible out of the altered situation. 
In theory, the Genoa conference was 
excellent; but what it might have been 
in prattice, had the original plan been 
followed, is a different matter. Porn- 
CARE wants more precise and more 
restricted agenda. That is half the 
work of making the ‘conference ser- 
viceable. We must know what the 
conference is to discuss, and we must 
have some assurance that there will 


ratification of prearranged plans, 
Much: of the suspicion aroused by the 
early announcements was due to the 
fact that Mr. Lioryp Gsorcs and his 
associates seemed to have done the 
exact opposite of what they should. 
The questions to come Wefore the con- 
ference were: soméwhat uncertain, but 
there was strong suspicion that the 
answers were already known. 

Delay will clarify the program. Un- 
fortunately, delay. also multiplies the 
possibility of secret arrangements be- 
tween> some of the conferring Powers. 
Everybody is bidding for Russia, now 
that it appears that there is to be no 
smooth and open road for the Anglo- 
German exploitation scheme; and 
Russia is accordingly raising her price. 
Our dispatch from Moscow yesterday 
morning indicated the general belief 
there that PoIrNcarn’s direct: wireless 
negotiations with the Bolshevist Gov- 
ernment were not ¢onfined to the re- 
lief of famifie sufferers. Rapsx, that 
genial disturber, has been in Berlin, 
where his conversations seem to have 
aroused as much suspicion as hope. 
What séems certain as a result of the 
delay is that Russia will be able to 
strike a ‘much better bargain—for 
Russia and her rulers—with whatever 
ration eventually wins her favor than 
could. have been hoped had the Anglo- 
German plans gone through unop- 
posed, 

From the American viewpoint delay 
is certainly advantageous. Before go- 
ing to Genoa we ought to know what 
is on. the program, and we ought so 
far as possible to know either that 
there will be real effort at common 
understanding or at least avhat are 
the ‘combinations and connections 
which will intrigue against each other. 
It would be ruinous for America to 
appear as the tail of either the French 
or the English kite; and the prospect 
of GBORGE Harvey, or. even Mr. 
Hoover, standing above the mélée and 
giving the orders which will restore 
Europe, while beautiful, is not wholly 
convineing.

MEXICAN TAXES AND BONDS. 
The terms upon which American oil 
companies, last September, agreed to 
resume. production in their Mexican 
fields have hitherto been rather a mys- 
tery. Finance Minister pe La Husrra 
now discloses that the Obregon Gov- 
ernment consented to a reduction of” 
60 per cent. on the tax imposed by the 
decree of June 7. That tax was.con- 
fiscatory and the reduction was neces- 
sary to make possible the resumption | 
of oil exports, and with it needed 
revenues. -A~ few visionary radicals 
may take umbrage at the present dis- 
closure; but there can be no doubt of 
its effect on sane patriots in Mexico 
and on business men everywhere. It 
means that the ~Obregon Government 
recognizes the plain facts of the situa- 
tion. For many months: the-resump- 
tion of business and diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries has 
depended only upon this, that Amer- 
ican - business men shall. be assured 
of the treatment elsewhere accorded 
throughout the civilized world.

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TWO REPORTS. 

The report of ‘the New York State 
Commission on Prisons for 1921° will 
seem somewhat less disquieting if one 
looks backward. While there has 
been an increase in; the number of 
commitments in 1921 as t¢ompared 
with 1920, the figures for 1920 show 
that the number of that year was less 
than half of the commitments in 1917. 
The report states that periods of in- 
dustrial depression invariably result 
in swelling the prison population. This 
fact should be borne in mind by those 
tempted to see the root of all evil in 
prohibition. 

There are reassuring statistics so far 
as New York City is concerned. They 
are to be found in another repart 
‘covering the same period—the annual 
report of the Children’s Court. With- 
in its range both the ,arraignments and 
commitments have declined during 
1921. The figures, says Justice 
FRANKLIN CHasE Hoyt, completely re- 
fute the assertion so often made that 
juvenile delinquency is increasing at 
an. alarming rate. Whatever the 
cause of the decrease—and the dis- 
criminating handling of cases by this 
court may be one of them—the court’s 
records show a ‘‘ continuing and grat- 
* ifying improvement in the last ten 
“ years.” If there were not some such 
improvement, what would be the use 
of all the expenditure of time, money 
and personal service through such or- 
ganizations as the Boy Scouts, the par- 
ents’ leagues, the community. centres, 
the Big Brother and Big Sister socie- 
ties, the clinics for mental defectives, 
the mothers’ pension system, the pro- 
bation system and the children’s 
courts? There is reason to believe 
that children, after all, are improving 
upon their ancestors. . <

It would be impossible to teach. geol- 
ogy,.. paleontology, biology, zoology, 
botany, embryology, comparative anat= 
omy and physiology, psychology or even 
history without recognition of the fact 
of evolution. While that fact has not 
been ‘specifically proved with reference 
to every existing species of animal and 
plant life, the cases in which it has 
been proved are so numerous and di- 
verse as to lead irresistibly to the con- 
clusion that the process is universal in 
nature. Unless there is a very strong 
reason for excepting some one species, 
such as man, from the general rule, it 
is logical’ to believé that every existing 
species is a product of evolution. If 
there is a good reason for excepting 
man, l&t the ‘believers In the special 
creation of man imsist that man be 
pointed out, in the teachirig, as a pos- 
sible exception, but let them understand 
that evolution is a much’ bigger subject 
than the descent of man. If it were 
definitely proved that man was inde-

OSSINING,. Feb. 26.—A report of ‘the 
State Prison .Commission praising the 
model East View Penitentiary, which 
was made public today, discloses that 
the prisoners there.now wear civilian 
clothes when. they attend religious ser- 
vices or amuseirents in the prison. .It 
is reported that only about’S per ‘cent. 
of the -prisoners’ discharged ever’ have 
returned to the institution. ‘© In other. 
prisons and jails malefactors never aré 
permitted to wear civilian clothes. An- 
other innovation is an up-to-date cala- 
boose. ; . 

The report also says that crockery is 
used on the dining tables instead of tin- 
ware, as‘in other prisons. A new, wood- 
working shop ,=has been opened as part 
of the industrial system. *“The eight- 
and-one-half-hour workday. hére: is’ to 
be commended,’’.says the. report. The 
inmate government, own as the Effort 
League, which helps Warden McClellan 
maintain the honor system, is praised. 

Commissioner magneny quotes Warden 
McClellan ‘as sayin ‘“* Whether our

to adjust themselves better to outside 
life is shown by the fact that out of the 
1,732 prisoners received in ye —_ 
months only 148 have been returned 
and of this number 108 were returned 
for intoxication.’’
